Here in this great farming 
area, people come and go but 
big houses remain, generation 
after generation. 


Along every highway through 


' Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa and 


Minnesota are massive farm 
buildings, many of them over- 
shadowed by clusters of shade 
trees, now dressed in beautiful 
fall attire. 


Seldom have we seen a new 
howse-in the rural countrysides. 
ee built by the ancestors of 

day’s farmers were big enough 
and sturdy enough to serve for 
Oe ccolias, Of course, modern 

ay appliances and fixtures are 
in today’s farm homes to serve 
the push-button minded families 
of this era. 

A typical farmer is Knox 
Dunn of Wyman, Iowa, who has 
lived in his neighborhood nearly 
90 years. His parents brought 
him as a lad when they began 
farming. Today his three sons 
and a son-in-law are on nearby 
farms. He intimately knows his 
neighbors for miles about. He 
has seen early settlers pass; 
then their children and others 
succeed to the profitable farms. 

With him, we visited several 
neighborhood cemeteries to pay 
respect to the memory of our 
wife’s kin and to see the 
names of some of Mr. Dunn’s 
former neighbors and friends. 
These cemeteries were estab- 
lished soon after the start of 
each little community. We ob- 
served that many of the family 
names noted in the cemeteries 
were the same as:on the mail 
boxes in his neighborhood. 

Thus it is in Wyman and many 
other farming communities; the 
first settlers built well and in 
due time their heirs succeeded 
them. And so time has brought 
little change: in the appearance 
of the great farming areas; only 
an occasional change in the per- 
sonnel. 


EVERYTHING “OK” 


At every stop and at every 
opportunity we are asking ques- 
tions. Farmers, service station 
men, store clerks, barbers, pub- 
lie officials and newspaper edi- 
tors all give about the same 
answer: ‘‘everything is ‘O.K." ”’ 
While hog .and corn prices are 
lower, there seems to be a strong 
note of satisfaction with econo- 
mic, social.and political condi- 


__tions. ea ; 
“Nice community you have. 
*here,’’ was our observation when 


we stopped for gasoline at Ty- 
ler, Minn. The young attendant 
quickly boasted: ‘‘We are mighty 
proud of it’. 

An automobile dealer in Red 
Wing, Minn., a very cold place 
in winter and one of the most 
beautiful communities along the 
Mississippi river, had only the 
best to say about life in gen- 
eral. He had served during the 
war at March field and at San 
Francisco but he preferred his 
home town ‘‘where everything 
is just about right.’’ In Beards- 
town, Ill. was another fellow 
who was ‘‘completely satisfied”’ 
with his community, ‘‘where 
there is plenty of work, hunting 
and fishing.’’ He has a brother, 
in Pomona but he himself has 
no desire to be any other place. 

Our California licenses on pre- 
vious trips have _ invariably 
spurred comments but at no 
time on this jaunt has anyone 
ever inquired about the climate 
or work opportunities. 

There just didn’t seem to be 
any interest by anyone in other 
than his home community. 


LINCOLN COUNTRY 


For a brief few hours we 
lived in the ‘Lincoln Atmos- 
phere’ at Springfield, Il]. The 
house left by this great Ameri- 
can when he became president 
of the United States is open for 
inspection. The original beds, 
chairs, sofas and other furnish- 
ings are in their proper places 
in the two-story-corner house in 
what is now down-town Spring- 
field. The family was here 17 
years during Mr. Lincoln’s most 
active career prior to the White 
House. 

“In a memorial park some 
blocks away is Lincoln’s tomb 
and a shrine to his memory. 


LITTLE BROWN CHURCH 


A song we enjoy hearing is 
“The Church in the Wildwood’’, 
and near Nashua, Iowa, is that 
“little brown church in the vale’’. 
We visted this historic spot. In 
a picturesque setting, the church 
was built in 1860. It is used 
every Sunday by about 100 fam- 
jlies in the community but it is 
visited every week by hundreds 
of other people.

favor of such change. 

Actual figures showing the 
number of children.from the Up- 
land area now enrolled in On- 
tario schools ‘showed approxi- 
mately 100 less than: the number 
estimated by the Upland board 
in their treatise of costs and phy- 
sical changes needed to accept 
these children into their schools. 

Segregated figures from On- 
tario schools listed children at- 
tending from Upland as: Berlyn 
Ave. school, 64; Edison, 108; El 
Camino, {39 and Vina Danks 
103, or a total of 414 children. 

Mrs. R. E. Baird, chairman of 
the committee asking the change, 
said yesterday that results of cir- 
culation of petitions seeking the 
change has resulted in obtaining 
some 500 signatures though only 
25 per cent of the registered vot- 
ers of the area necessary to 
petition the county school author- 
ities would total only an approx- 
imate 264 signers. 

The committee will meet with 
the Upland board Monday night 
to show the completed petitions 
and receive the board’s either 
approval or objection to the re- 
quest. The petitions will then be 
checked and presented to the 
county school superintendent’s 
office not later than Nov. 1, after 
which this office refers the re- 
quest to the county board of su- 
pervisors, who in turn must then 
call for a public hearing by Feb. 
1 of next year. 

The committee and citizens of 
the area added that while the 
figures being put out by the Up- 
land school: board may possibly 
represent the maximum costs to 
provide for these 400 additional 
pupils, still they do not feel this 
cost represents the needs to start 
the program which if not effected 
now must come later when the 
number of pupils will undoubtedly 
be much larger. 

Residents of the area object to 
their children having to live in 
one city while they cannot be in- 
cluded in that city’s schools that 
they may participate fully in 
community activities among chil- 
dren of their acquaintancé.

4, From the point of view of 
zoning the extension of C-4 zon- 
ing would amount to strip zoning 
which is not considered by na- 
tionally recognized authorities, 
including the National Chamber 
of Commerce, as good 
practice, ; 

5. The uncontrolled develop- 
ment of a C-4 zone in this locality 
might have injurious effect on 
planned development of abutting 
property. 

6. That surveys made by plan- 
ning consultants indicate that at 
the present time sufficient area 
is zoned commercial to take care 
of present and forseeable needs 
of the city.

At first we looked for a home in 
Ontario, but after looking over 
this city of Upland, we decided 
that we would prefer it to a larg- 
er city, especially liking the idea 
of our children going to a smaller 
town school. We bought a home 
on Greentree Rd., moved in the 
beginning of summer and settled 
down’ to enjoying our new home 
in a very beautiful little city.

a big disappointment. We dis-;reached the Boy Scout: age and 


Upland, but would have to go 
Ontario. It was all right for the 
two older children ag they went 
to High School. The youngest boy, 
Butch, was especially the one to 
be pushed around. He has gone 
to school here three years and 
three different schools. School is 
nothing that he can call his own, 
as next year he will probably be 
pushed into some other school 
again. His school is so far away 
that he has to leave the house 
at 7:15 in order to be at school 
at 8. And he still is lucky. Some 
youngsters in the neighborhood 
leave on an earlier bus which 
takes them to El] Canrino, where 
another bus picks them up and 
takes them to Central. Really 
quite a schedule for 8, 9 and 10 
year olds. 

“The next older boy has been 
very fortunate as he has gone 
to only two schools in three years, 
the last two, being spent in Vina 
Danks. After he had _ started 
school hefe his first year, he had 


covered that our children were 
not entitled te go to schod! in 
to 


very interested in joining. The 
big question was — where should 
he join. His friends were in On- 
tario, but we thought he should 
try to become ‘acquainted in Up- 
land. He finally joined the troop 
at our church. However, it was 
the same problem he had in his 
Sunday school. How can you get 
very friendly or even well ac- 
quainted with boys you see only 
once a week? 

“Finally the Little League sea- 
son rolled around. Again was the 
question, ‘‘where do I belong?’’ 
He was not allowed to join in 
Ontario because he lived in Up- 
land. He didn’t want to join in 
Upland because all his friends 
lived in Ontario. 

“It takes more than a mere 
mother or father to put a young- 
ster straight when he has these 
problems. It makes the parents 
feel like ‘the man without a 
country’ — so how can the chil- 
dren feel? As parents and ma- 
ture people, we have even felt a 
sense of insecurity. If Upland 


accepted our section of the cit; 
why didn’t they do it whole- 
heartedly — ag if they really 
wanted us. Before we bought our 
home here, why didn’t they tell 
us, ‘‘you can live here but you 
can’t send your kids to our 
school?” If they had told’us that, 
there wouldn’t be one family liv- 
ing in this section with children, 
as most of us went to small town 
schools and wanted our children 
to do the same. 

“Another thought comes. to 
mind! I have always been a firm 
believer in doing my shopping in 
the home town. But why should 
I do my shopping in Upland? 
If Upland can’t accept us, why 
should we accept it? I think if 
the ‘accepted’ Upland people 
would honestly put themselves in 
our places; they would not hesi- 
tate to take us into their fold.”’
